J boys and girls of each district had an 
all-day meeting, their parents being 
present, in which they competed in 
numerous events. Then all the schools 
in a township met for a big day and 
the fittest alone survived for still an­ 
other final competition that was to 
take place. 
This 
consisted 
of

Missouri 
Round-lTp or county meeting, held in 
five counties last yeaT. 
The Round- 
J Ups were under the supervision of the 
farm adviser and representative from 
the University of Missouri. 
Here the 
representatives from the district and 
townships 
met 
in 
individual 
and 
school competition, this being the cul­ 
mination of all previous events. 
Only 
pupils 
who 
are regular a t­ 
tendants in the rural school that they 
represent, between the ages 
of 
ten 
and eighteen, are allowed to enter. 
All material shown iii any exhibit in 
competition mus{ have 
been 
made, 
prepared or gathered by the one in 
whose name it is entered. 
The stu­ 
dents usually work in team s of three 
members. The agricultural extension 
service of the college of agriculture 
hopes to interest many more counties 
in these contests this spring. 
Both boys and girls are eligible to 
all contests, but it is the aim of the 
farm advisers to get the boys inter­ 
ested in the particular lines that apply 
lo their interests and 
the

to

They believe that it is far 
better to center a girl’s work and 
ambitions on a desire to bake a prize 
loaf of bread than to be a good stock 
judge.

railroad freight rate hearing outlined 
before Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sioner W. H. Daniels today the oppo­ 
sition of the shippers to the freight 
rate increases proposed by forty-one 
western railroad systems. 
The railroads are seeking to have 
present rates 
increased 
on certain 
commodities, which, 
they assert, at 
present do not yield them a fair pro­ 
fit. The total increase, if granted, ac­ 
cording to the railroads, 
would in­ 
crease their 
revenue 
$10,000,000 a 
year. 
The railroads have been presenting 
their Bide of the case since March 
4. Mr. Thorne’s 
statement 
at 
the 
hearing today was the beginning of 
the shippers’ case. He said: 
“During tile past 
four weeks the 
commission has heard the testimony 
offered by officials of western rail­ 
roads in favor of an increase in their 
transportation 
charges, aggregating 
millions of dollars annually. 
“We will now present 
to you the 
evidence on behalf of the producers, 
shippers and consumers of this west­ 
ern part of the nation. 
“Our object is not to make a general 
onslaught upon the credit of these 
western railroads. The result of our 
efforts will be rather to establish the 
soundness 
and 
strength 
of 
their 
credit. 
“As indicating 
conditions 
in 
the 
territory involved, only the iestimo- 
ny of the presidents of the Chicago, 
Great Western railroad, the Missouri 
Pacific railway 
and 
the 
Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railway was intro­ 
duced. Nothing further need be said. 
This 
commission 
and * the 
public 
knows whether they represented typ­ 
ical lines o r|weaklings. This proced­ 
ure is in niarked contrast to that 
I 
pursued by J the 
eastern railroads, 
where the chief 
executives 
of the 
representatives lines testified. 
“We will show 
you 
that three- 
fourths of the traffic iii this territo­ 
ry is being 
handled . by companies 
that are ear iring, above all operating 
* 
expenses, all taxes and all interest 
on bonds and debt, from G to 16 per 
cent on all their capital outstanding 
in the hands of the public. 
“Heretofore 
the 
railroads 
have 
been far better 
equipped 
than the 
shippers in cases involving rates, but 
in the present case the commissions 
of sixteen western’ states, in compli­ 
ance with state laws, have secured 
the services of an eminent corps of 
expert accountants 
and statisticians 
and are looking after the interests of 
the public. 
“Joined with the 
commissions are 
representatives of upwards 
of 300,- 
Ooo manufacturers, merchants, grain 
dealers, live stock producers and oth­ 
er producers and consumers scatter­ 
ed throughout the territory. 
“Never before has there been such 
an extensive organization iii behalf 
of the public in any case. 
“In the gathering of this material 
every courtesy possible has been ex­ 
tended to us by all the railway com­ 
panies with only one exception. 
“We will demonstrate to you some 
mistakes in the figures 
offered by 
the railroads. We do not call them 
misrepresentations, for all of us are 
liable to err at times. Some of these 
errors are small and of little import­ 
ance: while others 
are 
basic and 
fundamental. 
“It is not necessary for us to pa­ 
rade 
glaring, 
sensational incidents 
of high finance or questionable acts. 
It is a cold blooded business proposi­ 
tion. 
The 
famous 
Gould printing 
press 
scandal, 
where 
they 
made 
Erie stock over 
night, 
an Incident 
that will probably be famous for all 
time, only 
involving 
some $23,000,- 
000. 
“The present 
movement 
for 
in­ 
creased freight and passenger rates 
involves several times 
that 
sum of 
money, not just at one time, but ev­ 
ery year, now and in the future, for 
this and future generations to pay. 
“The impression 
has 
been given 
that railroads have not been able to 
maintain their properties in recent 
years, that they have been compelled 
to retrench so severely that the pub­ 
lic has been injured, as wrell as the 
railroad properties. This is true as 
to some railroads, but we will show 
you that it is absolutely untrue as 
to western railroads as a whole. As 
in all business, there are temporary

of lines, which was greater than in 
any other year of their history.

Washington, March 30.—The failure 
thus far of those concerned to recom­ 
mend a candidate for postmaster in 
Kansas City may force the appoint­ 
ment of an acting postmaster next 
Thursday, the end of the fiscal quar­ 
ter.
